n order to register for the coming election. The article stated that GUS 

ADOUINE, New Iberia undertaker and local NAACP branch president, was @iong 

ose negroes whc called at the registrar's office. The article reflected 
that BARONNEC was toid that it would be necessary that he be vouched for by 
two registered voters. Shortly after BARONNE returned home he received numer- 
ous "mysterious phone calls” suggesting that he leave town for attempting to 
register for the election. 


Jefferson Parish, Louisiana 


The New Orleans Informer and Sentinel, negro newsnaper, in an 
article dated August 7, 1948 under the heading "Equal Salaries in Jefferson 
Farish a Long Drawn-out Affair", reported that the case of Miss EVIA MAS 
L:-=, negro school teacher of Jefferson Parish, had coms to an end with the 
filing of a decree in Federal Court by Judge HERBERT W. CHRISTENBERRY. By 
the terms of the decree, the school board of Jefferson Parish and LEMUEL W. 
HIGGINS, superintendent, were ordered to discontinue the practice of payment 
of lower salaries to negro teachers than those paid to white teachers on ac- 
count of race or color. . 


The New Orleans Times-Picayune newspaper, in an artic, 
August 17, 1946 under the heading "A Non-Partisan Organization", repat 
that LOUIS BROWN, president, Jefferson Parish Branch NAACP, Gretna, Louisiana, 
reported to the paper that "The National Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People is a non-partisan organization which endorses no par .
